Several  ^ 
of  the  hired  men  and  the  scholars  at  the  j 
stations  among  the  Choctaws,  have  within  a 
lew  months  given  evidence  of  sincere  devo-  , 
lion  to  Christ.  It  was  slated  in  a  commu¬ 
nication  from  the  Cherokee  nation  in  Marcti, 
that  there  had  been  live  or  si.\  hopeful  con¬ 
versions  recently,  and  that  more  than  tw*en- 
ty  were  considered  inquirers.  OKI  Indians 
who  had  before  been  entirely  stuitid,  were 
induced  to  come  five  or  six  miles  to  evening 
meetings.  It  is  said,  further,  tliat  ten  hiid 
been  received  to  the  privileges  of  the  cliurcli. 
all  Cherokees  except  on<* ;  that  at  High 
Towel  a  good  work  had  already  begun,  and 
that  the  local  schools  were  signaliv  blessed. 

By  the  Boston  Telegraph  we  liavo  further 
intelligence  which  was  received  from  the 
Cherokees.
